Five customers and three 
bank employes were in the 
branch at the time, and when 
a woman customer' screamed, 
the would-be bandits apparently 
had a change of heart. 
“Come on. Eric, let's get out 
of here,” one said to the other. 
They fled in a car later found 
abandoned about five miles 
southeast of here, along a Spen­ 
cer County road.

The young gunmen —two 
women and three men — 
shouted “capitalist pigs!” as 
they forced their way into the 
Beit’s lakeside mansion outside 
Dublin and systematically loot­ 
ed the house.

The robbery was the biggest 
in history, according to the 
Guiness Book of Records, easily 
surpassing the raid on tho 
Reichsbank's reserves in 1945 
by a group of U.S. military 
personnel, and Germans who 
carried away gold, bars worth 
$8.4 million.

Other works were by such 
masters as Metsus, Rubens, 
Jan Steen and Valasquez. 
Police said the gang, led by 
an attractive woman with 
a 
French accent, stole only the 
most valuable works and left 
less valuable paintings alone. 
“It was a very slick and well- 
rehearsed operation,” a police 
spokesman said. ‘‘The raiders 
knew exact.ly what they were 
about. They were all in their 
early twenties.” 
In the daring, seven-minute 
robbery, the gang burst into the 
stately lakeside mansion while 
Beit, a 71-year-old member of a 
South African diamond family, 
and his wife were listening to 
records in the drawing room. 
They struck Beit on the head 
with a pistol when he resisted, 
then tied up his household staff 
of eight. 
No Special Security 
“The men burst in shouting 
‘capitalist pigs’ and told us that 
we were walking on 
the 
working class. One of them put 
a revolver against my neck. I 
turned and he hit me,” Beit 
said early today... 
Police said Beit had no 
special security around his 
estate, Russ*borough House. 
“The paintings would 
be 
almost impossible to dispose 
of,” a police spokesman said. 
“They certainly could, not be 
sold on the open, market.” 
The alarm was first raised by 
Beit when he succeeded in 
working his bonds loose. He 
telephoned police and alerted 
James White, 
director 
of 
Ireland’s National Art Gallery. 
A prominent -art dealer said 
early today that “a very 
conservative estimate of the 
worth of the paintings would be 
about $19 2 million dollars.”

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Acid Leak Causes 16,000 
To Leave Homes In Chicago

CHICAGO (UPI) — A leak in 
a huge South Side chemical 
plant sent a cloud of potentially 
dangerous “acid mist” over a 
five-mile long .area Friday, 
forcing' authorities to order at 
least 16,000 persons removed 
from their homes. 
The blue cloud, 12.000 feet 
high, sprang from a leak in a 
1.2 million gallon tank at the 
Bulk. Terminal Co., It hung over 
the area for hours, lifting in 
some sections and falling in 
others.

WASHINGTON (UPI)

Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger told a news confer­ 
ence Friday negotiations on a 
troop disengagement between 
Syria and Israel would be more 
complex than those which 
earlier led to a pullback, of 
Israeli and Egyptian forces. 
Kissinger 
will 
start 
his 
current peace effort by confer­ 
ring in Geneva Monday with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko about the Middle East 
and bilateral issues, including. 
S t r a I e g t c Arms Limitation 
Talks (SALT». 
He said the United States 
urgently was seeking agree­ 
ment with Moscow on limiting 
m u l t i p l e warhead missiles 
before it is too late to. impose 
adequate controls. 
“I am not sure that we can 
complete the negotiations on 
this trip,” he said. “There are 
many more uncertain factors in 
the negotiations with Syria than 
there were in. the Egyptian 
negotiations.’ 
He denied suggestions the 
Soviets were undermining his 
peace 
efforts by continuing 
military aid to Syria. He said 
so far the Kremlin has played a 
constructive role in the Middle 
East.

WARSAW, Ind. (UPI) — Pro­ 
perty tax relief is “a myth,” 
and 31 counties which adopted 
local option income taxes are 
losing $1,290,203 in tax relief 
payments this year, the Warsaw 
Times-Union said Thursday. 
In the first of a series of 
articles by City Editor Jo 
Rector, the newspaper charged 
that claims of the Bowen Ad­ 
ministration of big property tax 
savings are questionable. 
“Property tax relief, which 
superficially appears t o h o v e r 
around 30 per cent in Kosciusko 
County as promised by Gov. 
Otis R. Bowen, is a myth,” the 
newspaper said. 
“By adopting the one-half of 
one per cent local withholding 
tax, Kosciusko County Council 
members . . are responsible for 
losing county taxpayers $71,650 
they should have received in 
property tax relief this year,.’ 
the article said. 
“But that is merely the ice­ 
berg peak. Through state finance 
highjungs, Kosciusko County tax 
payers are literally being fleeced 
of nearly a million dollars this 
year. Statewide, 'the loss total 
will continue to rise in local, op- 
tion counties next year.” 
The newspaper said taxpayers 
in 31 local option counties would 
have received $1,290,203 more in 
tax relief this year if t h e i r 
county councils had not imposed 
the local, option. 
“Next year, the loss will bt 
$2,038,654, and in 1976 they will 
lose a total of $2,770,661,” the 
paper said.

A spokesman for the Eviron- 
mental. Protection Agency said 
the gas leak was caused by 
valve malfunctions at the 
bottom of the tank —which 
contained about 500,000 gallons.

chemical first was 
reported leaking at 100 .pounds 
per minute, but engineers later 
reduced the leakage bf abo* 
50 per cent by dropping lead 
balls to the bottom of the tank. 
A spokesman said today that 
if Bulk Terminal was not able 
to contain the fumes with a 
sleeve device before the day is 
over,

chemicals would be pumped to 
other tanks. 
U.S. Nazi Under

three alleged Nazi war crimi­ 
nals living in the United States 
are under “very active and 
comprehensive 
investigation”

the Naturalization

Immigration. Service, a govern­ 
ment spokesman said Friday. 
Sol Marks, director of the 
service's New York office, said 
70 persons originally w • r • 
being investigated but it was 
learned that 17 had died and 
another two are not living in 
'this country. Authorities are 
also trying to discover the 
whereabouts of 18 other persons 
accused of war crimes.

It’s salmon fishing time1 on 
Lake Michigan, and this week­ 
end 290 or more outdoor writ­ 
ers, tackle company representa­ 
tives, and conservation officials 
will gather at Michigan City for 
the Midwest Salmon Seminar. 
According to A1 Spiers, semi­ 
nar chairman, the name of the 
event has just been changed 
from what was previously known 
as the Michigan City Coho Festi­ 
val.That festival has grown into 
one of the largest such week­ 
ends in the Midwest, and it is 
known throughout the nation as 
the finest program of its type. 
Spiers said that the water 
temperature in Lake Michigan 
reached 42 degrees three weeks 
ago and the fishing “exploded” 
all along Indiana's lakeshore as 
coho salmon moved close to 
shore looking for warm water. 
This year’s program will in­ 
clude conservation officers from 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Michigan and 
Indiana plus representatives 
from the U.S. Bureau of Fisher­ 
ies.Indiana has established a sal- 1 
mon fishery in Lake Michigan, 
and the spectacular fall run of 
1973 proved the point. Since 
that time, anglers have taken 
coho, chinook and big trout 
from streams dumping into Lake 
Michigan. 
Salmon return to the streams 
where they were spawned or 
stocked to reproduce and die in 
the fall, but spring just brings 
them up from the depths and 


cold to the more hospitable 
warmer areas close to shore 
where the water is more shal­ 
low and anglers have an easier 
time finding and catching them.

GOOD INTENTIONS GO AWRY 


You can’t legislate morality, it’s said. 
Neither can you legislate instant social 
change. Or if you do, there are always 
unforeseen consequences. 
In Ohio, for example, following ratification 
of the 26th Amendment giving the vote to 
18-year-olds, legislators decided to go all the 
way and lower the age of majority to 18. The 
law, which went into effect the first of the 
year, has already raised a number of ticklish 
questions. 
A lot of 18-year-olds are still in high school 
and officials are wondering, among other 
things, whether they may now sign their own 
excuses for being absent. 
Of a more serious nature, however, is the 
plight of welfare families with children 
between 18 and 21 who are still in school. 
Previously such children were eligible for Aid 
to Dependent Children (ADC) money, but 
because the law no longer recognizes them as 
children the payments were cut off. 
The payments have been restored lempor- 
ily by virtue of a court order granted the 
Legal Aid Society, pending passage of a relief 
bill now before the legislature. 
In a statement on the question, the Ohio 
Department of Public Welfare has argued 
that “to help the ADC family and not the 
working family to pay for the education of 
their 18-to-21-year-olds would do a gross 
injustice to those working families.” 
< A lawyer for the Legal Aid Society counters 
that “ADC helps people stay in school.

Every 
once 
and 
a 
while 
mother n itu r gets mad at her 
children on earth, goes wild and 
creates 
havoc. 
Here 
in 
the 
midwest we are used to her 
blowing up great gusts of wind 
capable of wiping out whole 
towns. The tornadoes of April 
third are an example. 
However, 
if 
awards 
were 
given for the worst disaster 
ever to hit the midwest and 
Indiana, wind could not hold a 
candle to water. The great flood 
of 1913 is a case in point. Easter 
that year fell on March 23. On 
the previous day, the Rushville 
Republican’s w e a t h e r man 
predicted “ fair and warm er for 
Easter.” However, young spring 
1913, 
had 
already 
shown 
a 
nastier side. 
On 
the 
twentieth, 
“fierce 
gales” hit the county. On the 
* w e n t y - f i r s t, a hurricane 
descended on most of the state. 
It did a great deal of dam age 
in central Indiana. On Easter 
night Terre Haute was battered 
by twisters with a great loss 
to life and property. Then on 
the twenty-fourth, the national 
weather service (then ctftled the 
w eather bureau) warned that 
heavy 
rain 
storms 
w e r e 
moving 
eastward 
from 
the 
Rockies into the plains. 
On Easter day, advance rains 
from this storm system were 
already falling on Illinois and 
Indiana. 
These 
rains 
would 
produce the most awful floods 
the 
midwest 
had ever seen. 
According to the meterologists 
studying the situation, this is 
w h a t 
happened. 
Normal 
weather patterns alternate. A 
“low” is usually followed by a 
“ high.” This is why it can rain 
or «now in the morning and 
clear up by noon. But In 1913, 
one deep low pressure system 
folowed another without let-up. 
One would come from the west 
and then another from the Gulf 
of Mexico. The weather did not 
dear for four lull days. As the 
rains fell, the ground couldn’t 
absorb the water, rivers rose 
and flooded the land. 
In the four days from April 
23 to the 27th, gigantic amounts 
of rain fell on Indiana. Some 
Hoosier 
cities 
recorded their 
rainfall during the floods for 
.posterity. 
9.65' Inches fell in 
Rushville. Shelbyville received 
7.11; Indianapolis, 
6.1; 
Rich­ 
mond (topping the record), 11.5 
i n c h e s ;Greensburg, 8.45; 
North Vernon, 9.27; Columbus, 
9 92; Connersville, 9.98 and New 
Castle received 9.8 inches. The 
annual Indiana rainfall average 
is thirty-five to forty inches. In 
four days, therefore, one fourth 
of the annual total fell in the 
state. The streams and rivers 
had to carry more water away 
in one week than they usually 
washed away in six months. 
By March 25, the Flatrock 
had overflowed its banks and 
the ground could hold no more. 
One observer looking out from 
the court house tower noted that 
the city was an island in an 
ocean of water. The same day,

Republican 
which

Jacksonian which supported the 
Democrats. The Jacksonian had 
no access to paper due to the 
interurbans being flooded out of 
service.

plenty of paper, but no press, 
thanks to high waters. On the

washed out; landslides blocked

LISBON (UPI) — The two- 
dav-old 
military regime of 
General Antonio de Spin ola 
released 
political 
prisoners 
from a Lisbon jail today, 
replacing them 
with 
their 
captors —members 
of 
the 
dreaded security police. 
“They had just the time to 
change the sheets at Caxias 
prison,” a bystander said as 
the army picked up nearly 200 
captured policemen from the 
security police headquarters to 
drive them to the suburban 
penitentiary where the release 
of 
political 
prisoners 
had 
started. 
More than any words, the 
switch 
of 
prison 
inmates 
demonstrated 
that Spinola’s 
seven-man junta had launched 
the Iberian country on a new 
course. 
The armed forces ousted the 
right-wing regime of Premier 
Marcelo C a eta no in a swift and 
almost bloodless coup Thurs­ 
day, p r o m i s i ng Portuguese 
democracy, free elections and 
new' efforts to end the country’s 
13-year-old colonial wars in 
Africa. 
The policemen surrendered to 
the 
army Friday morning, 
eliminating the last pocket of 
resistance to Portugal’s new 
rulers. They were kept in two 
back rooms at their headquar­ 
ters for what army sources said 
was their own safety. When a 
first batch of policemen was 
brought out during the day, and 


angry crowd gathered to shout 
“murderers, murderers”. 
Under Caetano, the security 
police were was in charge of 
spying on political, suspects and 
carrying 
out 
arrests 
and 
interrogations. Spinola has said 
the force would be disbanded.. 
The 63-year-old junta leader 
said Friday the provisional 
government would be composed 
of civilians of various political 
beliefs. He said general elec­ 
tions would be held in a year.
